For the second time in three* weeks the Pacific State 
Bank branch at Normandie Ave. and Carson Ave. in Los 
Angeles County area near Torrance was hold up by gun- 
toting bandits.

Tuesday two men entered 
the bank at approximately 
1 p.m. and vaulted into the 
teller's section. The men 
grabbed an estimated $4,000 
from startled employees and 
placed it in a sack and fled 
on foot.

Witnesses told police the 
pair of robbers had driven 
off in a white car pa r k e d 
near the scene. Officers later 
found the car near Harbor 
General Hospital and learn­ 
ed it had been stolen in dar- 
dena.

The two men both wore 
glasses and one had on a

baseball cap, according to 
witnesses.

The same bank WHS held 
up Oct. 4 by two armed men 
wearing .Halloween masks. 
In this hold up the bandits 
hid in the bank early in the 
morning and when all the 
employees had arrived* for 
work and opened the tellers 
cages, the pair jumped out 
of hiding, took the money 
from each cage and fled.

Shortly after birth pediatri­ 
cians discovered the weak 
ness in David's heart and his 
life since has been a series 
of Hospital examinations 
and close play supervision 
by his parents.

Now doctors, David's par­ 
ents and most of all David, 
hope he will soon be able to 
share an active life with hi* 
brothers.

The date of the operation 
had a special meaning to 
Mrs. Watson. "You know 
the number three has crop­ 
ped up in the boy's lives. 
First, they are. of course 
three in number, the first 
one Daniel, was born just 
three davs before his 
father's birthdate, their to­
